An Open Letter to Rev Peter 
Dawson _ . 

Dear Sir: 

For some time I have been as¬ 
sisting in the work on the church 
in Champion. This church is for 
you. In addition, I have contribut¬ 
ed financially over the years to 
the church. I have always found 
myself in disagreement with Pro¬ 
hibition, having regard to the ter¬ 
rible havoc it wreaked here and in 
the United States. Not only is it 
stupid from a legal point of view, 
but I see by the papers that at the 
recent Medical Convention, Cana¬ 
da's outstanding authority on al¬ 
coholism blasted Alberta for its 
nonsensical liqucr laws.
